Eligible 
participants cannot present with current Axis | disorder, neurological trauma (such as stroke, 
seizure disorder, or significant head injury resulting in unconsciousness for over 10 hours), or 
medical conditions (such as heart, lung, liver, or kidney disease; uncontrolled diabetes; or blood 
pressure concerns).
